The Country is already deſtroyed ; hardly one Pro- 
teſtant having any thing lefr, ſave where they are in 
Armes, and preſerve themſelves by Force. Lord

Farthing of Money, an#the Country is ſo deſtroyed, 

that I am confident” he coa!4 not keep together Six 

@ thouſand Men in the Field, though he is daily baking 
Bilcakes for Proviiion, They have already plunder- 
cd, {laughtered and deſtroyed 25 much as would, right 
meraged, have fed an Army of Forty Thouſand for a 
whole Year; and they take no care to put any Corn in 
the Ground to be Stock ior the next Year. The People 

in the /Vorth are continually alarmed by their Popiſh 
Neighbours, who, by the perſwaſion © the Prieſts,have 

all left their Farms, and betaken themſelves to Monn- 
tains and Faſtneſles, where they at, preſeat live: by 
their Cattle, and what they can ſteal, and exerciſe 
themſelves in their Armes. The Proteſtants were 
too ſtrong for them in the open Country, -and would 
not ſuffer them to Rob or Plunder and uſe their 
Armes, but obliged them to Plow and: Till. their 
Ground as they , uſed to do, which they will not 
now endure. Some Papiſts are very ſenſible of the 
Miſchief of this, and do openly ſay, That there needs 
no Army to Conquer them, for Famine will de- 
ſtroy them before Arg»uft. I know this to be Judge 
D. lince having ſeen is under, his and Judge 42s hand. 
The Judges have appointed their Circuits as uſual; 
but every body Laughs at them, knowing that they 
dare not go them ;they threaten to hang ail Robbers, 
Cow-ſtcalers, Tories, &c. hut it they on the King 
will have a very thin Army, and Jeffreys Cam- 
paign in the Weſt wil! be nothing to theirs. 1] am afraid 

; that then they. will hang Proteſtants for pretended 
Plots. They have clap*« np ſeveral on that pretence. A 
Genticman in Cona«z/2,9ne Mr. French hadSix hundred 
Sheep itolen out oi his Flock in one Night ; he caught 
ſome Six of the Thieves tnd came vp to complain, 
but as ſoon as his back was turned the Juſtice of the 
Peace, a Papiit, contrived their Eſczpe, having denied 
to ſign a Warrant before, or take Examination, be- 
cauſe, ſaid he, it reficts on the Army. Fitty of theſe' 
Sheep were found killed in one Cabbin,and in another 
Cabbin Ten Cows dcad and ſtinkinggfor they have no 
Salt, and this,is their uſual way of diſpoling of what 
they ſteal or rob, or elſe cut their Throats and let 
them lie, pretending it will make Land Cheap, There 
lay a Troop of Dragoons at Armagh, they came out 
and plundred the Country of their Oats and other 
things. This provoked the people to ſuch a degree 
that they reſolved to diſarm them, which they did 
ns, They ſeized the Officers in their Quarters, the 
2g00ns made © to the Sellions-Houſe , * where 
they kept Guard, but they quickly broke open the 
Door and put in the Officers before them ;; the Dra- 
roons durſt not Fire on them for fear of killing their 
awn Officers, and, ſo were obliged to quittheir Arms, 
orſes and Boots, and are come up to Dublin to com- 
plain. About Amrin there happened another Scuffle. 
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is now certainly deſigned that every.Shop-keeper 
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in IRELAND; with a new Order of IT yrcontfs :

You know Lough Negh, 2nd the Ban-&iver divide

Quarter Men,and every. perſon that has any manngr.6f 
Trade; and'a great many Companies and Troops are 
daily coming to Town, and others railing. And the 
Lord Mayor's Regiment is now compleated and Exer- 
ciſe in every Corner. All this is direCtly contrary to 
what was promiſed Lord AMountjoy at his going to 
France; but the reaſon is plain, Jf any, Forces come from 
England the Country is fo has that they cannot rake the 
Field ſo ſoon as they expettcd, and: therefore they nauſt 
ſtick to the City, and the Conſequence will quickly 
appear to be this, That they will in-ſpite of Lord De- 
puty, or by his Committance, plunder the City, as 
they have plundred the Countrey ; they promiſed the 
Proteſtants yery fair if they would but ſtay amongſt 
them : And now it appears what they intended, firſt 
to-plunder them of all their Goods, ad then diſarm 
and take their Horſes ; ſo far they have gone irfrhe 
Countrey already, and the next, no doubt, will be

There came in a great many of them, but brought 
ws nothing but 1r;jh Souldiers z Eaton brought an 100 
of their beſt men. in his Ship, bunt not ſo much as cne 
Tun of Coals, which are nowat 30s. a Tun, upon 
which the Lord Deputy publiſhed the Order Annexed ; 
Nis to be ſent to every Port ; 'twas Tranſcribed in the 
Cuſtom-houſe, and the Direction added to it, to the 
Commiſiioners., but the ' C ommiſſioners would” not 
ſoffer it to paſs ſo, but had' it Tranſcribed anew ; 
"the reaſon was, becauſe they would not be concerned 
in an Order they reckoned illegal. One thing ſecins 
very ftrange, Lord Deputy Knows not what to do 
with the Men-he hath already raited, and yet he daily, 
" as I am informed, grants new Commillions: - I find 
all the Proteſtants in the County of Meath, and Weſt 
Meath, have their Horſes and Arms taken from them, 
+y Order from my Lord Deputy, - which is.put in Ex- 
ecution with fuch Rigour by Sir Edward Tyrrell and 
eneof the Nugents, that they have not left them a 
'Sword or Sythe. We certainly thall have the like vfage 


Heart at Seca off Wexford, and aShip ſeen ſink; how- 
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ever this Report diſturbs many R. C. Lord Granard 
hath ſent oft his Lady, and as toon as able will skulk 
off himſelf with a whole load of Curſes from every 
body almeſt, becauſe he would not feize Dublin, which 
they ſay he might have done and ſaved Jreland, but 
perhaps there isno reaſon for this; but their Rage 

gainſt him is nothing to that againſt the Gentlemen 
who have deſerted ,us,, whow they reckon their be- 
trayers, and very great Fools and Villains; for ſay 
they, it's impoſſible but they ſhould know the ſtate of 
Irelara, ard the great Danger and Neceſſity of the 
Proteſtants, whote Threats they have left under the 
Kmfe; and had but every one of them contributed 
Ten Pound to buy Arms and Ammunition,and ſent them 
into 1reland; and had they come back with but Six 
Men apiece, till more Forces could have been ſent, 
they might have ſaved more of their own Stock and 
Goods than fix times this would have coſt them ; 
whereas, now their Cowardice, Folly and Knavery, 
haſt loſt them the profics of Their Eſtates, ruined their 
Tenants and Neighbours,and undone the Kingdom for 
many years, not one of them having ſent ſo much as 
a Barrciot Powder totheir friends, whom they knew 
to have been in +danger, who if they had been 
Attacked, tonſt have been, and may- yet be loſt for 
want of-it; thus they rail, and ſome ſwear they will 
joirs With the /riſh to exclude ſuch Raſcals for ever : 
And to lay truth, 'it ſe-ms a little ſtrange that none of 
thom would take careto ſend a Ship to the North or 
Stgo with Arms and An:munition, of which they might 
have made gain even by. way- of Merchapdize; and 
| humoly conceive it would have been no Treaſon in 
England to have brought or ſent themto that purpoſe ;, and 
it h24. been but generous, ſince 'there was a Party 
ready to : venture their Lives fer the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt in relard, to have come over back, and veatured 


themſelves with them, ard tach will certainly look 
cn them with a great deal both of hatred and con- 


tempt, and I am afraid will join ina little time with 
the Papiſts, and take Repriſals out of the Abſentees 
Eſtates, which will certainly be allowed them.

any Paſſengers or Goods what [never ; ard ail Ships which ſhall bring in any Coal or othar Merchandize, ſhall be permitted 
to carry out not only the, Native Commodities, but ſuth Paſſengers or other Goods as ſhall be ſuffered to paſs by Warrant 
wider our hand; but no Paſſeroes ſha!l be rermitted to depart this King dom without our ſpecial Licence, ard that no Goods 
. whatſoever be Exported without p*ymenrt. of full Cuſtom, according to the rate or walue, and nor by Bull of Store, as 
hath of late been prattiſed. Arit hereof t5e Commiſſioners of the Revenue, and all other Officers of the-C uſtom, in the 
ſeveral partsof this Kingdom, arc to tak? notice and ſee the ſame executed accordingly.
